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City Council Hires Biologist 
To Manage Beaver Problem

Extermination is not an op- 
tion. No one else will take 
them. Meanwhile, visitors to 
the Buddy Attick Park can eas- 
ily see fresh evidence of beaver 
damage as the number of felled 
trees constantly increases. So, 
what can the city do? 

At its November 24 regular 
meeting the Greenbelt City 
Council approved paying wild- 
life biologist William 
Bridgeland $400 to develop a 
management plan for the beaver 
after an on-site meeting. 
Bridgeland has developed such 
plans for Fairfax County, Vir- 
ginia, and Rockville, Maryland. 
However, the plan will likely 
reduce, but not eliminate, bea- 
ver damage. 

Citizen Complaints 

The city has received several 
letters from residents near the 
park complaining about the 
damage to trees both in the 
park and on adjacent private 


property. 


beaver activity around the 
settlement basin on Lakecrest, 
where beavers felled a large 
tree. She asked that the beavers 


be trapped and removed. If 


that is not possible, she sug- 
gested fencing the lake, settle- 
ment basins and stream. 

At the meeting, Carl Kautz 
told council that trees up to 18 
inches in diameter have fallen 
victim to the critters. He asked 
council to look hard at the 
problem, noting that it takes 20 
years to grow the trees that the

A new police computer system 
and the regulation of pawn shops 
within the county were issues dis- 
cussed at the October 27 Greenbelt 
City Council meeting. Council 
agreed to purchase a local-area 
network system with 21 laptop 


computers and associated software | 


for approximately $390,000. 
Police Computers 

For two years the city, with 
the aid of a contractor, has been 
investigating the replacement of 
the 12-year-old police computer 
system. Of nine final proposals 
submitted, Streetgard has been 
selected to provide the depart- 
ment with computer-aided dis- 
patching, automated record keep- 
ing, and laptops for patrol ve- 
hicles. The city has already bud- 
geted $120,000 for police com- 
puters with an additional $50,000 
in federal funds available. How- 
ever, the city manager recom- 
mends borrowing the entire 
amount through NationsBank 
which has offered a very com- 
petitive rate. | 


Joanne Tucker of 
Pinecrest Court told council of 


beavers are “taking down like 
toothpicks.” 

Willard Larkin, also of 
Pinecrest, called in a letter for 
increased wrapping of trees 
with wire mesh to prevent bea- 
ver damage. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White, while noting that “a 
member of my household” has 
returned from walks around the 
lake with “fairly graphic de- 
scriptions” of beaver damage, 
added that one benefit has been 
improved water quality in the 
peninsula area of the lake. 

Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull doubted that the ani- 
mals would be there forever. 
They inhabit an area until they 
exhaust the ready food. He 
said the issue was how much 
damage the city was willing to 


- permit before doing something. 


Previous Control Efforts 

In the past, the state govern- 
ment would trap and relocate 
beavers. However, the state no 
longer provides this service. Al- 
though the city has permission 
to do its own trapping, it has 
been unable to find anyone 


willing to accept Greenbelt’s 


beavers. So, the city tried mov- 
ing the beavers to a stream near 
Northway Fields. Apparently, 
the animals did not like that lo- 
cation and returned to the lake. 

Residents should not expect 
the beaver problem to be 
“solved” once the management 
plan is created and imple- 
mented. In his written pro- 
posal, Bridgeland noted that 


City Approves New Computer 
System for Police Department 


Lt. Daniel O’Neil described 
the system and its uses for the 
Greenbelt Police Department. 
He indicated that data need only 
be entered one time for each ac- 
tion, instead of hand writing the 
results of a call, followed by 
completing a form and entering 
data. O'Neil also stated that the 
Greenbelt Police would be able 


quickly to check car registrations. 


and outstanding warrants on the 
laptop in the field through con- 
nections to Prince George’s 
County Police, State, and Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles files. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin indicated that the 
city will now work out a firm 
contract proposal to be brought 
before council for approval. 

Pawn Shops 

City council received two pro- 
posed county bills to be voted on 
the next day. City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi, who reviewed the 
bills during the meeting, summa- 
rized them at the end. Due to 
the proliferation of pawn shops 
in the county, the county council 


beavers are now present in all 
of Maryland’s watersheds and 
“will likely be a fact of life in 
the foreseeable future.” He 
added that state officials gener- 
ally no longer allow relocating 
problems beavers. 

Thus, he focuses on "manag- 
ing the damage that beavers 
typically do to reduce it to tol- 
erable levels." 

In the plans he developed for 
Rockville and Fairfax, 
Bridgeland wrote that, "In the 
case of impact to private prop- 
erty, the property owner will be 


counselled to accommodate the ~ 


beaver and tolerate some incon- 
venience. Interpretive informa- 
tion on exclusion methods gen- 
erally.involve fencing trees or 
property lines. 


"Damage to trees’ on 


parkland, in the absence of 


other impacts, does not 
necessarilly constitute reason 
for management,” according to 
both plans. For parkland, a 
study would determine the 
number of beavers the habitat is 
suitable for. The appropriate 


authorities may then use steril- 


ization or birth control to limit 
populations. If that is not prac- 
tical, then established mitigation 
procedures could be used, “be- 
ginning with exclusion [fencing 
and the like], proceeding 
through harassment, and ending 
with removal of the beavers.” 
Harassment measures include 
destruction of nests and 
homes, and visual and audi- 
tory hazing. 








has proposed two bills, the first 
limiting the maximum number of 
licenses for pawn shops at the 
current number - 38. Licenses 
could be transferred. 

The second bill would allow 
pawn shops only by special ex- 
ception and then only in certain 
zoning areas, such as shopping 
centers or highway zones. Cur- 
rently 13 shops, not in these 
zones, would be grandfathered tn. 
However, if forced to move, they 
could transfer to approved zones 
without special exception. As 32 
of the 38 pawn shops are inside 
the Beltway, it is possible that 


some of the 13 shops could move 


to the Greenbelt area. 

It was agreed to send a letter 
to the county council indicating 
that the city would prefer all 
pawn shops to become non-con- 
forming businesses, which means 
that as each goes out of business 
it cannot be reopened. In addi- 
tion, the county council! should 
propose new legislation, looking 
into the issues of hours of opera- 
tion and the sale of guns.

At First Meeting, Council _ 


Objects to Highway Plan

On Monday, November 24, the | 


new Greenbelt City Council met 
for its first regular meeting. The 
agenda started out very pleas- 
antly, with multiple donations and 
recognition of outstanding city 
employees. Then the discussions 
became less pleasant as they 
turned to the State Highway 
Administration’s plans for im- 
provements to Kenilworth Avenue. 
from the Beltway to Cherrywood 
Lane. 

Council and staff were pleased 
with one part of the plan. Cur- 
rently, the right merge lane from 
the beltway’s outer loop to north- 
bound Kenilworth becomes the 
right turn lane onto Crescent 
Road. During peak traffic times, 
this merge can be dangerous as 
cars speeding off the Beltway fail 
to yield to traffic trying to move 
from Kenilworth onto Crescent. 
Under SHA’s plan this will be re- 
placed with a double right turn: 
lane at the light, that will not 
connect with the turn lane onto 
Crescent. 

However, the plan also calls- 
for widening the road to three 
through lanes and does not pro-

vide for separate bicycle lanes. 
Council and the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board also raised concerns 
about pedestrian safety as the 
plan provides only for repainting 
the crosswalk and resetting the 
pedestrian beacons at Crescent 
Road, and makes no changes to 
accommodate pedestrians crossing 
at Ivy or Cherrywood Lanes. 

Council directed that a strong 
letter be sent to SHA, with copies 
to elected officials, asking that no 
changes be made to Kenilworth 
Avenue until a public meeting is 
held with all those affected, and 
that a study be made of the pos- 
sibility of an overpass to accom- 
modate pedestrians and bicyclists.

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Belated Thanks 


This is a belated but fervent 
“thank you” to many people, in 
and out of Greenbelt, from me. 

On Nov. 8, Congress com- 
pleted action on a much bigger 
piece of legislation containing 
the Morris K. Udall Parkinson’s 
Disease Research Act. The 
President signed it into law 
Nov. 13, and I’m ecstatic. As 
some of you know, my wife, 
Rose G. Amberg, has 
Parkinson’s, a disease whose 
cause(s) are unknown and for 
which there’s still no cure, and 
which slowly but steadily dis- 
ables and destroys its victims. I 
know there’ are _ other 
Greenbelters who also are PD 
victims. 

I’m immensely grateful to 
Toni Bram, who as mayor led 
the Greenbelt City Council last 
year to petition Congress to en- 
act the Udall Bill. It was 
passed by the Senate, but 
smothered in the House by two 
House members. So, we had to 
do the whole thing again in the 
new Congress this year. And 
Toni led council in a repeat. 
And of course, I’m grateful to 
each of the council members, 
who joined with her on the 1s- 
sue. I’m grateful to the 
Greenbelt Golden Age Club, 
which also voted to petition our 
two U.S. Senators, and our 
district’s U.S. Representative 
for the bill, and to any club 
members and others who indi- 
vidually phoned or wrote to 
Congress. And I want to thank 
State Sen. Leo Green and any 


_ other state, county or city offi- 


cials or other persons who also 
helped, even if I don’t know 
they did. : 

The bill, named for the late 
representative, who was a PD 
victim, will authorize the nam- 
ing of ten Udall centers across 
the nation, presumably at exist- 
ing medical schools and teach- 
ing hospitals, provide for fund- 
ing research projects on PD, 
and authorize appropriations of 
$100 million for the 1998 fiscal 
year and such monies as are 
necessary for the following two 
years. 

Now, I hope they will use 
the money wisely and effec- 
tively, find the cure, bring back 
the present PD victims to nor- 
mality, and help us prevent 
more folks from ever knowing 
the heartaches it causes. And 
the loss to society of the people 
it immobilizes.

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Cantor Greenfield Honored: 
16 Years at Mishkan Torah 


by Ellen Sue Rubin and Dorothy Sucher 


Judaism is a religion “en- 
meshed, enshrouded, and pen- 
etrated by music,” says Cantor 
Philip Lawrence Greenfield, who 
has been carrying on the ancient 
tradition of Jewish liturgical mu- 
sic for most of his 45 years. 

For the last 16 years his melo- 
dious baritone has led prayers at 
Greenbelt’s Mishkan Torah syna- 
gogue on holidays and special 


occasions like bar and bas, 


mitzvahs. To honor the cantor’s 
contribution, the congregation will 
hold a “Sweet 16” celebration for 
him on Saturday, December 6, at 
6:30 p.m. in the sanctuary. 

“The Way We Pray” 

Cantors occupy a valued place 
in the Jewish tradition. They are 
not rabbis but often lead the con- 
gregation in prayer. “Jews can 
pray in a number of ways,” says 
Greenfield, “but it’s virtually im- 
possible to keep music out. The 
mainstream liturgy and the not- 
so-mainstream mystical tradition 
are totally involved with music. 
This is the way we pray. It’s a 
great feeling to be able to do it 
and to be entrusted with that 
role.” 

Greenfield has been a musi- 
cian since he was a child. Al- 
though never professionally 
trained, he learned cantorial sing- 
ing from the rabbi of his boy- 
hood congregation in Massachu- 
setts, who insisted that the bar 
mitvah students be the cantors at 
their own coming-of-age ceremo- 
nies. 

Reminiscing about his early 
experiences, he recalls the first 
time his rabbi let him sing Musaf 
(the final prayers after the Torah 
has been put away). And of his 
initial singing of Hineni (the 
cantor’s great final solo at the

end of the High Holidays), he 
comments, “That was the first 
time I’d heard myself do that. It 
was a musical, artistic experience, 
one that helped me focus on the 
craft of my singing.” During 
Hineni, the cantor walks from the 
rear of the synagogue, through 
the seated congregation, and up 
to the raised platform in front. 
Following tradition, he takes 
short, halting steps, “conveying 
the fear and trepidation he feels 
at the responsibility of petitioning 
God on behalf of the entire con- 
gregation,” says Greenfield. 
Mishkan Torah 

Greenfield enjoys his service 
at Mishkan Torah, where he has a 
warm relationship with Rabbi 
Saul Grife. Worship at the 
Greenbelt synagogue, says 
Greenfield, is “very informal—it’s 
not a concert. They want some- 
one who can lead the congrega- 
tion. It’s a very nice place to be, 
because people participate—they 
aren’t passive.” Clearly, his af- 
fection for the congregation is re- 
ciprocated. 

Being a cantor is rarely a full- 
time job, and Greenfield, who 
holds a master’s degree in politics 
and history from Johns Hopkins, 
also teaches history in the Anne 
Arundel County public schools. 
In addition, he writes music and 
theater reviews for the Baltimore 
Sun and reviews classical music 
for the American Record Guide. 
He lives in Annapolis.

Imagine a play made up of 
three different scripts, featuring 
gender bending in major roles, 
and introducing four completely 
new characters. This is the format 
for the fall main stage production 
of Antigone, a Greek tragedy 
originally written by Sophocles, 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) December 4, 5, and 6. 

Antigone is the classic story of 
a young woman who chooses to 
obey a higher law than that of 
her uncle and king, Creon. 
Antigone is faced with making a 
difficult decision. If she follows 
her own beliefs, then her life is 
forfeit to Creon’s harsh law. This 
version of Antigone was put to- 
gether by drama director Brian 
Clancy from three translations by 
Anouilh, Cocteau, and Watling. 

A departure from other rendi- 
tions of the play is the casting of 
a female actress, senior Paula 
Buchanan, in the traditionally 
male role of Creon. This variation 
came about as an attempt to em- 
phasize the purpose of the play— 
the ideology of a higher law— 
and to dispel the notion that “it’s 
a women’s rights play.” 

Another variation is the en- 
largement of the cast from 18 to 
22 characters. The four new roles 
are collectively known as the 
Cabinet. Their lines are taken 
from those of Creon and the 
Chorus.

Families Needed 

There is always a need for 
new host families. Many more 
European students want to get to 
know America than host family 
placements can be found. These 
students are screened by their 
exchange programs, and since 
there are so few placements 
available, only the best get to 
come here. They are generally 
hard-working, and often honor 
roll students. The exchange pro- 
gram supervises them and will 
send back any student who is not 
benefitting from the time here. 

What do people need to be a 
host family? A little time and 
patience to help a student over 
the difficult places, a spare bed, 
and enough food for a growing 
teenager. It’s not necessary to 
have a lot of money; the ex- 
change students have their own 
spending money and their own 
health insurance. Nor is it nec- 
essary for the host family to have 
children at home—1in fact, some 
families whose children are 
grown, and others who have 
never had children, find that 
hosting an exchange student is a 
wonderful way to keep in touch 
with the younger generation and 
to develop an extended family. 

What does a host family gain? 
It develops a friend for life and 
an extension of the family.
